They are about twenty- 
eight miles southwest of Carlsbad, 
which is eighty-five miles south of 
Roswell. They were discovered by 
Jim White, a hunter and ranchman in 
1902 or 1903. When he was busy 
hunting, he noticed a small hole and 
thought that there was a den for bears. 
He reached that place to plunge his 
head into that hole and discovered a 
queer bucket on the level floor. He 
secured a light apparatus to see 
what was in the den. 

After he completed searching look¬ 
ing for something in that den. hedid 
not think about the other rooms, 
stalagmites, stalactites, etc.. so he did 
not burst his declaration about his 
discovery. Before the World War 
my deaf friend, named Mr. C. 
Batton. v ho lived in Catlsbad for 
several vears when his father was a 
sheriff .jvent rabhitting with hiscom- 
panion on the Guadanlpe mountains’. 
They began to look out for the rabbits 
after thev reached the base of the 
mountains and they # were looking out 
for rabbits while they were climbing 
Up the mountains to the top ol them 
untfl Mr. Batton suddenly caught a 
glimpse of a small hole on the top of 
the cave roof. He made several at¬ 
tempts to cat' b a rabbit in the hole 
hv plunging his hand, but he came 
to nothing to reach'the bottom of 
the hole. He was puzzled and 
wanted to know what was the matter 
with the "bottomless” hole. 

After he and his hunting pal 
completed their discovery, they 
started hunting again on the west 
side of the Guadalupe mountains 
and they discovered the other hole 
and fouhd a big den. After they 
saw that den, they started to go 
honfe to shoot their news at Cecil 
Batton’s brother and the news spread 
over Carlsbad rapidly, and Mr. Jim 
White attracted by Cecil’s state¬ 
ments, got a Mexican and rnshed to 
the mountains where he discovered 
that same hole. They carried some 
food, lanterns, etc., to the caves 
to explore the rooms, etc. They 
searched everything and staid in 
them for several nights and days 
and discovered two or three rooms,
